How do you feel about your tattoos? 

When I was 18 and getting tattooed for the first time, I chose things 
that meant a lot to me: My grandmother's name, which was something that 
reminded me of a certain time in my life. But the more I get, the stronger I 
feel that they become like a living journal. It's more about what I'm feeling 
during a part in my life, a way of capturing a part of myself forever. I used to 
regret a few of the ones I got when I was younger, but as I've gotten older 
I've thrown that out the door. There are no regrets in tattooing... only 
coverups. 

Who are some artists you'd be likely to recommend in 
Atlanta? 

Russ Abbott, and everyone at Ink & Dagger Tattoo Parlour. Jason Kelly 
is one of my favorite Atlanta tattoo artists, he's working on my back right 
now.

TheTindersticks' eighth studio 
album is a challenging but ultimately 
rewarding effort.The title track,
